LINCOLN'S ADVICE. 


Chauce and change may have brought 


into your life things of which you dream- ' 
rduot'vrben you were a child. Destiny i 
may hava sent you drifting hfrher and i 
thither far from the land of your birth, 
you may have forgotten many of the events 
and the companions of your childhood, 
but you huvo not forgotten, nor will you 
«y*r forget, the little old schoolhouse to 
which you trudged for your tirst day's 
"schooling." 


You w«jr<j told to be sure and say that 


you wer« "4 a-goin on to 5," or perhaps 
you were "& a-goiu on to 6," and it was 
solemnly impressed upon yon that you 
must iiotwhL>per nor make the leaec noise 
in school. Your blood was chilled by the 
information that the teaeherwould"whip 
you if you did not behave." The rod was 
not spared iu those days, and it wnnetiiue* 
happened that the boy who was whipped 
ac school "got another one" when his dis- 
grace became known at home. The rod 
was held in such virtue by some parents 
that it was believed that a boy "never got 
a lick amiss." There -was so much injunc- 
tion in this theory that it was not to be 
wondered at thac large boy* sometimes 
rose up in furious rebellion and ''licked 
the teacher. "• The perceptions of children 
are acute, and they knew very well wli/en 
a teacher was unjust and rejoiced exceed- 
ingly when a petty tyrant was vanquished 
by some plucky and muscular boy verging 
011 toward manhood. 


The rural schoolhouse of long ai^o had 


none of the appointments of the school- 
room of today. There were no "patent 
desks," and the .teacher might be grateful 
if he had a chair or a desk of any kind for 
his own use. The pupils sat on rough 
wooden forms, and if they had desks they 
were of the rudest ' description. 
When 


they practiced writing, they stood before a 
long shelf against the Wall and tried with 
painstaking efforts toifollow the copy set 
by the teacher.- It often happened that 
the teacher was but an indifferent writer, 
but it was his duty to "set the copy," no 
matter how poor his own writing might 
be. A favorite copy was, "Many men of 
many minds, many birds of many kinds," 
the frequent repetition of the letter ''m'1 
making this an easy copy to follow. " This 
is a specimen of handwriting, " was anoth- 
er favorite copy. Frequently a moral 
truth was set forth in the copy, and the 
pupil would be bidden to write, "Be vir- 
tuous and you will be happy," or "Hon- 
escy is the best policy. " 


Sometimes a professional writing mas- 


ter would appear and organize an evening 
class in writing in the schoolhouse. Those 
writing masters could draw most wonder- 
ful birds, and their writing was character- 
ized by the rnos* bewildering flourishes 
and the broadest shading of which the 
pen was capable. 


But to return to the regular routine of 


the school. As the pupils varied in age 
from 5 to 20 years and there was but one 
teacher no attempt was made to grade 
them. The little boys and girls who were 
In the "A B C".*lass recited first. They 
would stand in a line or gather around 
the teacher, who would point to ''A" nnd 
the children wquld drawl out "A." Then 
they said "B" and "C," and so on through 
tho alphabet. 
Then they were sent to 


their seats to sit and dangle their legs un- 
til noon. A child who "learned his let- 
ters" in six months of this sort of teach- 
ing was regarded as ''right smart," and 
he was advanced to the primer class to 
wrestle with such sentences as "Is it a 
dog?" and "It is a dog." 


The First Reader followed the primer 


class, and then came the reading classes in 
regular order up to the Sixth Reader, which 
was the topmost pinnacle of advancement 
in reading. 


Then there were classes in arithmetic 


and geography and history aikl spelling. 
This completed the curriculum of the or- 
dinary rural school of long ago. Great 
stress was usually laid on the value of 
good spelling, and there would be spelling 
bees at which rival schools would meet 
and soe which coxild ''spell down" the 
other. The spelling school took the form 
of a social diversion and would be attend- 
ed by young and old xintil the little old 
schoolhouso woulS be filled to overflowing. 
At its close the young fellows would clus- 
ter at the door, waiting to "beau the girls 
home." 
There would bo great hilarity 


when some of the boys "got the mitten." 


A part of every Friday afternoomvas 


given up to "literary exercises," when the 
pupils "spoke pieces" and recited dia- 
logues. Some of the larger pupils wrote 
essays, but few of them were willing to 
undertake this. 
"Mary Had a Little 


Lamb" was the most popular "piece." 
Sometimes it would be spoken four or five 
times in one afternoon. "Twinkle, Twin- 
kle, Little Star" and ''I Love to See a Lit- 
tle Dog" ware nest in favor. The larg^ 
pupils often spoke "Bingen on the Rhir.e" 
and "The Seminole's Reply." Sometimes 
the larger boys would recito "Spartacua to 
the Gladiators" and "RSen*i to the Ro- 
mans" with terrific force and wild gestic- 
ulation. I have seen members of the "A 
B C" class turn pale and fall to trembling 
when some of those lusty young orators 
would roar out, "Today I killed a man in 
the arena!" 


There were dialogues in which the speak- 


ers desired to be flowers and boes and but- 
terflies, but in tho end they would pro- 
claim in chorus that 


It is better far 
To bo what we are. 


Having come to thiswise conclusion, 


they would return to their goals giggling 
and tittering, or some of them would be- 
come so overwhelmed with embarrassment; 
that they would hido their faces in their 
aprons or in their books. It not fn fre- 
quently happened that a big boy would 
stalk boldly and briskly forward when his 
name was called and begin his "piece" in 
a manner almost brazen In its boklnc&K, 
but ending in a flood of tears, entirely un- 
able to complete tho recitation. Visitor* 
frequently came in to hear their "literary 
performances." This put the pupils on 
their mettle, and they "showed off" to the 
best of their ability/ It was all very crude, 
and the system of teaching wa« very Im- 
perfect, but the fact remains that many of 
the men who have made their mark In tho 
world have had no education bin that ac- 
quired in the country school house of long 
ago.— J. L. Harbour In Detroit Free Press.

RECKLESS HORSEMANSHIP. 


Italian Cavalrymen Wonderfully Ex- 


pert lu DarlnK Riding-. 


Although the Italians as a nation are' 


rather indifferent horsemen, the cavalry 
of the Italian army has daring the last 
few yeara cultivated the art of riding 
horseback to a much greater extent than 
heretofore. The improvement was mainly 
brought about by the creation of the high 
school of equitation for officers of the 
army at Tor di Quinto. This institute has 
achieved remarkable results. Of course it 
is a model riding school, as only such offi- 
cers of the army who are already good 
riders arc allowed to enter. The number 
is also limited to one officer from each regi- 
ment, and in return for his instruction an 
officer having passed through the course 
is compelled to serve as regimental riding 
master for one year. In this way %.certain 
nuin ber of exceedingly efficient instructor* 
are secured for the Italian array, and, as u 
matter of fact, the efficiency of the mount- 
ed soldiery has considerably increased 
within the last few years 


It is a well known specialty of the 


school at Tor di Quinto to train men and 
horses for work iu very difficult territory. 
They make horses climb steep slopes, and, 
what is much more important in case of 
vtav, let them slide down almost vertical 
hillsides or embankments and similar dur- 
ing leuts. One would certainly question 
tho wisdom of submitting both man and. 
beast to tho chances of danger to life and 
limb that evidently must be incurred 
when sliding down suoh a steep and long 
incline, tho weight of the rider being add- 
ed to that of the animal. It is little short 
of a miracle that the horso comes down 
safe, but yet this miracle is cnrefully prac- 
ticed almost every day at Tor di Quinto 
and the sliding down act performed by 
any of the officers there without its evor 
having happened that cither man or horse 
was hurt.—Philadelphia Times.

Ha 
hands the pen to his friend, who attempts 
to write. Immediately there is an explo- 
sion and the paper receives a big ink blot. 
The writer ia apt to be surprised by tho 
report, which is like a pistol shot, and, if 
a timid person, is apt to be frightened. 
The noise comes from the pen itself, as it 
is so constructed that it can bo loaded and 
shot off at will. The person in the secret 
can handle tbo pen with safety, but the 
poor unfortunate will experience a rather 
unexpected shock to his nerves when he 
attempts to write with it. 


The upper part of tho penholder into 


which an ordinary writing pen is thrust 
works on a pivot about half way down its 
length. This separate part is provided 
with only half a bottom, in order that it 
may engage tho conical head of » piston 
rod which ends In a plungor, which gets 
off the cap secured in the bottom of the 
penholder. The normal position of tho 
plunger is against tho cap of the holder, 
but it can bo raised by menus of a project- 
ing pin riveted to the rod and passing 
through a slot cut in the Ride of tho lowor 
part of the holder. Now, the closod halt of 
the bottom uf tho pivoted end enters a 
notch caused by the conical head of Uie 
plunger, and the plungor with Its spring 
is cooked, as it wore, by means of the pro- 
jecting pin and is hold iu plaoe by the bot- 
tom of the pivoted section. When the pen 
is profisad to the paper, the pivoted section 
swings on t!io pivot, releasing the plunger, 
which ia forced down on tho explosive cap 
by tho spring.—Scientific American.

Boers were fools for sending in their ulti- 
matum, but they would have been ten 
times bigger fools if they had not done it. 


"Lord Salisbury's reply to the proposi- 


tions of President Kruger and President 
Steyn entirely ignores the Jameson raid. 
Jt ignores the parliamentary eonrniissioii 
o£ inquiry, which degenerated into a 
fierce administration attack upon the 
Transvaal. It ignores the action of the 
South African league and the war propa- 
ganda set in motion by the ministerial or 
gans in London during the hiol »iy 
mouths. 


'•Therfe had been no secrecy despite 


Lord Salisbury's statements about the 
arming of the South African republics. 
This was done openly and certainly with. 
the knowledge of Mr. Chamberlain and 
Lord Lansdowne, who has admitted in 
parliament that the war department 
knew perfectly well what was going on. 


"The reply of Lord Salisbury to the 


two presidents is a bit of special pleading 
which will deceive no one. Its only mer- 
it is its pitiless honesty in declaring for 
once openly and before the world the ob- 
ject of all this agitation and all this 
bloodshed— namely, the destruction of the 
two republics in South Afiicti. 
JolinimeitburK Musi Be Destroyed. 
"With regard to the fate of Johannes- 


burg, personally I hope that it may be 
spared, because I have considerable prop- 
erty at stake in that city, but 1 cannot 
see how for strategic reasons it can be 
left as a base from which the English can 
operate against Pretoria. 
It certainly 


seems that the Boers must raze and de- 
stroy that beautiful city. 


"The cover which the buildings would 


afford, the vast amount of supplies that 
could be stored there, its proximity to 
Pretoria— 35 miles— its water supply, a 
hundred other things., would make it mo»t 
invaluable to au invading force bent upon 
taking Pretoria. To leave the city un- 
harmed would be like providing drawing 
room accommodations for lu-r majesty's 
soldiers. 


"For these reasons I think the destruc- 


tion of Johannesburg would be necessary 
as a military measure for the Boers,. The 
loss involved would be at least $150.000.- 
000, and of course the setba'ck and paral- 
ysis of Johannesburg's, industry would lie 
infinitely greater. I hope, therefore, that 
something may be done to satisfy the le- 
gitimate aspirations of both belligerents 
before such a catastrophe to cnilization 
happens. 


"But the Boers will sacrifice Johannes- 


burg and all its beautiful buildings and 
modern adjuncts to civilization if they 
are forced to it. Then it will be a tight 
to the last drop of blood for the posses- 
sion of Pretoria."

THE COW DEATH. 


A Cvriotu Super»tltlo» of Pagan Orl- 


Practiced Im Ro»«i*. 


The Pate ot the Man Who Wa» Afraid 


of 


Ijowenstirnm mentions a curious super- 


stition of pagan origin still practiced in 
portions of Russia and known as "fcorovya 
smertj" (cow death) and '•opachivaniye" 
(plowing roundabout). If pestilence or 
murrain prevails in a village, an old wom- 
an of repute as seeress or fortune teller en- 
ters the confines of the village at mid- 
night and beats a pan. 


Thereupon all the women of the place 


assemble in haste, armed with divers do- 
mestic utensils — frying 
pans, 
pokers, 


tongs, ahovols, scythes and cudgels. After 
shutting the cattle in their stalls and 
warning the men not to leave their houses 
a procession is formed. 
The soeress takes 


off her dress and pronounces a curse upon 
death. She is then hitched to a plow, to- 
gether with a bevy of virgins and a mis- 
shapen woman, if such a one can be found, 
and a continuous and closed furrow is 
drawn round the village three times. 


When the procession starts, the image 


of some saint suitable to the occasion, that 
of St. Blasius, for example, in the case of 
murrain, is borne in front of it. 
Thi=i is 


followed by the seeress, clad only in a 
shift, with disheveled hair and riding on 
a broomstick. After her come women and 
maidens drawing the plow, and behind 
them the rest of the crowd, shrieking and 
making a fearful din. 


They kill every animal they meet, ami 


if a roan is so unfortunate as to fall in 
with them he Is mercilessly beaten nnd 
usually put to death. 
In the eyes of these 


raging women ho is not a human being, 
but death himself in the form of a were- 
wolf, who seeks to cross their- path and 
thus break tho charm and destroy the 
healing virtue ot the furrow. The cere- 
mony varies in different places and gen- 
erally ends by bnryiug alive a cat, cock or 
dog.— "Superstition and Crime," by Pro- 
fessor E. P. Evans, in Popular Science 
Monthly.

Hard on a Watch. 


"It is bad practice to be continually set- 


ting a watch b/the stem setter," observed 
a watch repairer to a reporter, "for it has 
a tendency to wear out the band that at- 
taches the bands to the pinion. The hands 
are tightened to the pinion as firmly as 
they can be, and every setting loosens 
them somewhat. There is a class of per- 
sons who sot their watches every day 
rather than give a little attention to the 
matter of regulating them. They find 
that the watch gains or loses a minute or 
a few minutes in each 24 hours, and in- 
stead of curing this by the regulator, 
which is put in the watch for that express 
purpose and no other, they force back or 
forward the hands by the stem setter or 
by a key. If tho hand pinion wears out, 
which it frequently does, it is considerable 
of a job to put in a new one or place new 
hands on it, and the work necessarily 
costs something, for which repairers have 
to charge for their work. If a person 
knows that a watch gains or loses a cer- 
tain amount in each day, it is better to 
calculate back or forward than to be con • 
tinually setting it. 
A little study of the 


regulator will do the work much better 
without the risk of wearing out any- 
thing. "—Washington Star.

In polite society It is considered such a 


serious breach of uood manner* to use a 
toothpick before others that naturally one 
would imagine that the use of these some 
time accessories to the utblo id rather lim- 
ited and that their manufacture and sale 
:i2Uat represent a very small industry. As 
u matter of fact, however, not millions 
but billions cf thorn are annually used in 
ihis country- The narrator, of course, is 
i peak ing now of those, of wooden make 
and not of quill toothpicks. 
When there 


Is added to the domestic use uf these 
dental implements the ejiormous number 
that is imported investigation discloses 
tiiu fact that the industry is really a vast 
one and has reached such proportions that 
at last American ingenuity has found re- 
course to the invention of automatic ma- 
chinery for the rapid and economical pro- 
duction of these thin splinters of wood. 
For this reason the number of persons em- 
ployed in the manufacture is comparative- 
ly small. 


Ninety-five per cent of all the toothpicks 


made in the United States are formed 
from white birch timber in Franklin 
county, Me., and yet scarcely more than 
100 persons are employed in the industry 
in that state. Outside of the Pine Trea 
State the principal factories are in Penn- 
sylvania, Massachusetts and western New 
York. Maple and poplur are sometimes 
used in the manufacture uf American 
toothpicks, but white birch is the standard 
timber in all the factories. The industry 
is a very simple one. First, of course, 
conies the work of the foresters. In the 
woods of Maine every winter there' are 
great camps of lumbermen engaged in 
felling and hauling out timber for various 
commercial uses. Whenever the foreman 
of a camp comes across a particularly fine 
white birch tree he orders it cut down 
and the main part of the trunk laid aside 
to be reserved for the toothpick factories. 
When enough logs have been obtained, 
they are sent to the boom nearest the fac- 
tory, whence they are hauled by teams. 
That the vast supply of toothpicks conies 
from a very small quantity of timber is 
shown by the fact that not more than 
5,000 cords of wood are used in this indus- 
try annually. 


When the logs reach tho factory, they 


aro first stripped of their baric. They ure 
then placed on^ trucks, moving on rails, 
and pushed to the automatic machines by 
which they are cut into veneers, which are 
thiu strips of wood of about the dimen- 
sions of an ordinary piece of blotting pa- 
por—that is, the strips are about us thick 
as the toothpicks are intended to be and 
as wide as the picks will be long. Extreme 
care must be exercised in placing the logs 
in the machirios so as to have tho grain 
run straight in the strips. The veneers are 
fed into a machine composed of peculiarly 
shaped and rapidly revolving knives, tho 
edges of which are as sharp as they can 
be made. This machine works automatic- 
ally and with tremendous speed and is so 
constructed that the finished picks ooms 
forth sharpened at both ends at the rate of 
tens of thousands an hour. It requires on- 
ly a few weeks for the factories to turn 
out a supply sufficient to meet the demand 
for a whole year. Then the factories aro 
shut down again, to remain closed until 
the following spring. The wages paid to 
American workers in this industry range 
from $1.50 to $3.50 a day. 


Most of the toothpicks made in Maine 


come from timber that has been seasoned 
in the open air and retain something ot 
the natural sweetness of the birch and ma- 
ple aud aro soft and pliable while retain- 
ing sufficient firmness. Kiln dried wood 
is apt to result in too much brittlecoss, 
causing sharp splinters to break off, which 
injure the enamel of the teeth. Ilecontly 
porno of the American manufacturers have 
been putting up toothpicks in miniature 
barrels highly ornamented by carving or 
hand painting. These are turned out at 
tho same factories. 


The best toothpicks made anywhere in 


the world come from Portugal. They are 
whittled by hand from orange wood splints 
by peasant girls, the only tool xtsed being 
an ordinary jackknife. These picks are as 
smooth as ivory and will not break into 
splinters. They are expensive. Only one 
hotel in Philadelphia supplies them. The 
girls who make the picks receive less than 
10 cents u day. As the duty on tho foreign 
made picks is only 85 per cent they can be 
sold here for less than picks of similar 
quality could be manufactured in this 
country, dospite the improved American 
machinery and skilled labor. The profit 
on American picks is almost exclusively 
on the cheaper products. Some of the Por- 
tuguese picks are highly ornamented with 
hand carving. They are too expensive for 
ordinary commerce. Small quantities have 
been imported into this country on rare 
occasions for use at notable banquets or 
as unique specimens of handicraft. 


Next to Portugal, Japan sends the 


greatest supply of toothpicks to tho Unit- 
ed States. Theso aro made by bund from 
fine reeds. They, too, aro sold in close 
competition with tho American product, 
owing .to the cheaper labor in Japan. 
Tho cases In which the Japanese picks 
aro inclosed are fine specimens of skill 
with tho juckknife. They are of wood, cut 
into strips as thin and dolicato us tissue 
paper, but very strong. Tho cases aro or 
namonted with hand painted Japanese 
scones and nro of a size convenient to bo 
carried in tho vest pookot. Tho compoti- 
tion between tho Japanese and Portuguese 
makers on tho one sido and American 
manufacturers on tho othor has bocomo 
very keen. An importer of toothpicks 
said recently that the Japanese picks can 
bo made nnd sold in the American mar- 
ket, cases and all, for less thnn tho cost of 
tho paper boxes that contain tho domcutio 
picks.—Philadelphia Times.
